John Danforth, R-Mo., 
Thomas’ chief Senate sponsor, said he 
was disappointed by the NAACP’s 
opposition but shrugged off its im- 
pact.

“T think (Thomas) will be confirmed 
by asubstantial majority. Of course, I

port.” 

At a news conference in his office, 
Danforth was accompanied by three 
long-time black friends of Thomas 
who said they have known him since 
his childhood in Georgia. 

Georgia State Sen. Roy Allen, a 
Democrat, said Thomas has “the in- 
tellectual capacity, the compassion, 
the integrity” to be a high court jus- 
tice. 

Atlanta businessman Al Williams 
said he has been a member of the 
NAACP for 80 years, but said his sup- 
port for Thomas is undiminished by 
the group’s position. 

“J have an 11-year-old son who 
needs to see this black man on the 
Supreme Court,” Williams said. “We 
need this desperately, that a black 
man in America can succeed.”

Gorbachev says treaty 
has global significance;

MOSCOW — President Bush 
and Mikhail Gorbachev voiced un- 
precedented solidarity Wednesday 
as they concluded a summit that 
produced a landmark arms control 
treaty and a striking initiative to 
prod peace in the Middle Kast. “Dif- 
ferent winds are blowing,” Gor- 
bachev proclaimed. 

‘We take a significant step for- 
ward in dispelling a half century of 
mistrust,” Bush said as he and Gor- 
bachev signed the long-negotiated 
Strategic Arms Reduction Treaty 
in the Kremlin. 

Bush is heading to Kiev in the 
Ukraine today for a firsthand look 
at life in one of the Soviet’s chafing 
republics. The two-day summit 
drew to a close with a dinner at the 
American ambassador’s residence 
where the two leaders pledged 
friendship and efforts to work to- 
gether for peace. 

In addition to the treaty signing, 
the ceremonial centerpiece of the 
summit, the final day produced the 
ambitious move for peace in the 
Middle East. 

With Israeli participation still up 
in the air, Bush said he and Gor-

with cooperative effort

MOSCOW — After a wary be- 
ginning nearly three years ago, 
George Bush and Mikhail Gor- 
bachev have become partners in a 
mutual admiration society: more of- 
ten than not, they agree on critical 
issues that once fired the super- 
power rivalry. 

Their two-day summit was a cele- 
bration of cooperation across a wide 
swath of global concerns: nuclear- 
arms cutbacks, Middle East peace 
talks, the Persian Gulf War and po- 
litical and economic reforms in the 
Soviet Union. 

“Perhaps this is not a question of 
platonic love,” Gorbachev ob- 
served, “but a deep understanding 
of the fact that, as countries and 
states, we need each other today 
and tomorrow.” 

For Gorbachev, warmer rela- 
tions with the West offer the hope 
of money and assistance to ease the 
wrenching pain of transforming his 
crumbling economy. 

For Bush, the payoff is reduced 
tensions, stability and a partner- 
ship in extinguishing regional flare 
ups. 

Early in his presidency, Bush 
was skeptical about Gorbachev’s 
sincerity and commitment to re-

New Joseph Smith building 
scheduled to open Aug. 15

The new Joseph Smith Memorial 
Building will be completed and ready 
to use Aug. 15, said the assistant ad- 
ministrative vice president of BYU 
physical facilities. 

Vice president Ed Cozzens said the 
building will not be ready for Educa- 
tion Week, but will be ready for the 
new school year. 

Norm Faldmo, director of plan- 
ning, said the biggest challenge for 
this project was designing the new 
building around the old, existing 
building. “We had to shoehorn the 
new building in,” he said. 

Jeff Preston, job superintendent 
for Layton Construction, said the 
biggest construction challenge was 
completing the building within the 


time schedule. “Trying to complete a 
$6 million building in 12 months is 
more than a challenge,” he said. 

Furnishings will be moved out of 
the old Joseph Smith Building start- 
ing Aug. 5. It will take approximately 
five weeks to remove the asbestos 
from the old building and then it will 
be demolished between the 15th and 
20th of September, Preston said. 

It won't be difficult to raze the old 
building. “The old building is con- 
structed mainly of unreinforced ma- 
sonry and wood construction. It’s 
amazing what can be done,” Faldmo 
said. 

The area where the old building 
now stands will eventually be an open 
landscaped corridor. The area will not 
be made into a parking lot, he said. 

The open corridor will be land- 
scaped with paver brick, two rows of 


trees and raised planter benches 
around the trees, said Boyd 
Datwyler, landscape architect for 
BYU: 

The new Joseph Smith Memorial 
Building is well designed with an inte- 
rior garden court and a commons area 
off the auditorium. The commons area 
will be used as a study area, a Church 
history display area and a gathering 
area for people waiting to use the au- 
ditorium, Faldmo said. 

The interior garden court will be 
designed around a biblical garden 
theme, Datwyler said. “Right now we 
are shopping around trying to find the 
right plants,” he said. 

A sculpture relief by Franz Johan- 
son, aretired BYU art professor, will 
decorate the north wall of the com- 
mons area. The sculpture relief theme 
will emphasize education.

If rati- 
fied by the Senate and the Supreme 
Soviet, the 700-page treaty would 
reduce these stockpiles by 30 per- 
cent. 

“It is an event of global signifi- 
cance,” Gorbachev said at the cere- 
mony at Vladimir Hall in the Krem- 
lin.

Bush warmly described his feel- 
ings for Gorbachev at a state dinner 
on Tuesday.

Michael Mandelbaum, a Soviet spe- 
cialist at the Council on Foreign 
Relations. “Thus these meetings do 
not represent a clash, a meeting of 
titans. 

“Arms control is likely to become 
a complicated technical exercise 
like trade talks and is likely to as- 
sume the same public profile as the 
GATT negotiations,” he said. 


Hatch blasts 
attacks on

In a speech Wednesday before the 
Senate, Hatch said opposition to 
Thomas “really amounts to this: The 
judge has expressed opposition to 
preferences for or against anyone on 
the basis of race or gender, and those 
who support such preferences want to 
punish him.” 

Hatch said most civil rights leaders 
view affirmative action programs as 
the preferred means to help blacks 
and other minority groups achieve 
parity. 

“Judge Thomas has expressed the 
view that our Constitution and civil 
rights laws apply equally to all Ameri- 
eans, black and white. Is that 
wrong?” Hatch said. 

“He has expressed his disfavor of 
reverse discrimination, regardless of 
the euphemism used to mask racial 
and gender preferences.” 

Hatch singled out black columnist 
Carl Rowan for calling Thomas a 
“David Duke” on such issues. 

Duke is a former grand wizard of 
the Ku Klux Klan who ran for the 
Senate in Louisiana last year. 

“This was an uncharacteristic low 
blow. 

“Others have made similar unfair’ 
attacks and are trying to tear the man 
down in order to discredit his differ- 
ent ideas,” the senator said. 

If critics go after Thomas on such 
issues in confirmation hearings, 
Hatch vows a full, tough debate. 

Hatch has given a number of Sen- 
ate speeches in recent weeks defend- 
ing Thomas, whom he says cannot do 
so himself until confirmation hearings 
begin in September.

Six Lithuanians killed at border post 


MOSCOW — Assailants killed six Lithuanians at a border post and 
wounded two others on Wednesday in the worst violence in the Baltic region in 
six months. 

The incident spotlighted Moscow’s tensions with independence-minded 
Lithuania just as President Bush and Mikhail Gorbachev wrapped up their 
summit in the Soviet capital. 

Lithuania’s president called a special session of parliament for Friday to 
consider the Kremlin’s “terrorist and repressive structures” in the republic, 
and the Lithuanian government offered an $834,000 reward for information 
leading to the identity of the killers. 

Lithuanian officials said they did not know who was responsible for the 
attack, but that they suspected Soviet Interior Ministry “black beret” troops, 
who have taken part in past anti-independence violence in the Baltics. 

The official Tass news agency said the national Interior Ministry denied that 
the black berets had any role in the attack. All troops were in their barracks at 
the time, it said. 

Soviet Interior Minister Boris Pugo said his ministry would help Lithuanian 
officials find the attackers. 

It was the most serious outbreak of violence in the restive region since 
January, when Soviet troops killed 22 people and wounded hundreds of others 
in Lithuania and neighboring Latvia. 


Amtrak train derailment kills at least 7 


CAMDEN, S.C. — An Amtrak train carrying nearly 450 people derailed 
Wednesday and sideswiped a parked freight car, killing at least seven and 
injuring at least 78, authorities said. 

It was the worst Amtrak accident since 16 people were killed in a 1987 wreck 
in Chase, Md., and the nation’s third major train derailment in two weeks. 

The 18-car Silver Star was en route to New York from Miami with 426 
passengers when the accident occurred about 5 a.m. during a downpour. 
Hospitals reported treating 78 people and at least five were in critical condi- 
tion. There were about 20 crew members, none of whom were hutt, officials 
said. 

“Tt was devastating. It was awful,” said passenger Stephen Clark of 
Philadelphia. He said he was thrown onto the tracks during the six-car 
derailment. He said the person next to him died. 

Five men and two women were killed in the crash, said Hugh Munn, 
spokesman for the State Law Enforcement Division. 


Dahmer’s father says son was abused 


MILWAUKEE — Jeffrey L. Dahmer’s father told probation agents his son 
was abused by a neighbor boy at age 8, possibly leading to sexual problems, 
but the incident never was reported to police, authorities said Wednesday. 

In a jailhouse interview Wednesday with police, however, Dahmer denied 
he had been sexually or physically abused as a child, a police official in Ohio 
said. 

Lionel Dahmer told his son’s probation agent of the alleged abuse in a 
telephone call April 27, 1990, 22 years after he said it happened, according to 
the agent’s notes filed with the state probation division in Milwaukee. 

Jeffrey Dahmer, 31, has confessed to killing 17 people over 13 years, 
including one in Ohio and three at his grandmother’s house in suburban 
Milwaukee, police said. Last week, police found 11 mutilated bodies in his 
Milwaukee apartment. 

The probation notes don’t specify the nature of the alleged abuse, which 
would have occurred while the Dahmers were living in Bath Township, Ohio. 
But the notes quoted the father as saying the incident “may be reason why 
(Jeffrey Dahmer) has problems with sexuality issues.” 


Trial date set in Watkins killing case 


NEW YORK — Four of eight men charged with stabbing a Utah man to 
death during a robbery last fall will go on trial Oct. 15, a judge said Wednes- 
day. 

The eight are accused of robbing and assaulting the Watkins family from 
Provo in a Manhattan subway station on Sept. 2, 1990. 

The family, in town for the U.S. Open tennis tournament, was going to 
dinner when attacked. Brian Watkins, 22, was stabbed to death as he tried to 
help his mother, who had been punched to the floor. Yull Gary Morales, 19, 
allegedly was the one who did the stabbing. 

State Supreme Court Justice Edwin Torres said the first four to be tried will 
be Ricardo Nova, Pascal Charpentier, Emiliano Fernandez and Ricardo 
Lopez, all 18 and all charged with second-degree murder. 


After the first trial the other defendants will be tried as a group. They are

Soviets praise Bush’s economic advice 


MOSCOW — Soviet entrepreneurs praised President Bush on Wednesday 
for advising their government to tear down the web of anti-capitalist laws 
strangling them and their economy. 

When an entrepreneur “does not have the right to earn his own salary, then 
no American money will help,” said private publisher Alexander Semchenko. 

“We are tied from head to toe by taxes and licenses,” said Svyatoslav 
Fyodorov, an internationally known doctor who runs an eye surgery clinic and 
has investments in numerous other businesses, including a hotel and a casino. 

Many business deals in the Soviet Union are stillborn because of prohibitive 
tax rates and laws barring normal Western business practices, such as earning 
a profit by selling products manufactured by someone else. 

“The government takes all goods into its own hands, and that makes it 
impossible for a market,” Fyodorov said. 

Most Soviet products are distributed by the central government and almost 
nothing is available on an open market to the highest bidder.

Bean Museum to install new storage system

The upstairs floor of the Monte L. 
Bean Life Science Museum will soon 
be closed for the installation of a high- 
tech record filing system. 

Douglas Cox, assistant director of 
the museum, said the process of re- 
modeling the museum’s herbarium 
will start next month. The upstairs 
floor will be closed to the public begin- 
ning Aug. 11. 

The installation of Spacesaver, a 


the museum approximately $200,000 
and will add 150,000 new storage 
cases to the herbarium, Cox said. 

Assistant Curator Kaye Thorne 
said, “We are at capacity now. We 
can’t add more plants or the plants 
will be damaged. This part of the mu- 
seum has expanded rapidly in the past 
few years.” 

The herbarium is used to do re- 
search for environmental studies. 
When a road is planned, for example, 
environmental research must be done 
to study the impact of the develop- 


at the herbarium is used in many im- 
pact studies, Cox said. 

Steven Kenworthy, a librarian for 
the law library, said they have al- 
ready installed the Spacesaver sys- 
tem.
